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Continuation of 5.: The rejection of claims 1-4 under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph, set forth within paragraph 1 of the final Office 
action. 

Continuation of 11 .: The prior art rejection has been maintained for the reasons set forth within the final Office action. Furthermore, 
applicants' response fails to address the fact that the declaration is not commensurate in scope with the claims. Additionally, neither 
applicants' remarks nor applicants' showings are sufficient to overcome the prior art rejection, because applicants have not established 
that the results are unexpected. Applicants' results serve only to show that the sulfonic acid is acting in its art recognized capacity as a 
reaction inhibitor. The evidence of obviousness far outweighs the evidence of nonobviousness. Applicants' limited and unrelated 
showings are by no means sufficient or adequate to establish that a synergistic effect is present, especially over the entire scope of the 
claims. It is noted that applicants argue that methane sulfonate of the decalaration refers to methane sulfonic acid; however, these 
compounds are distinct; therefore, the declaration is additionally deficient for this reason. 
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
